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Discuss Needs of War Department as Contained in Secretary’s Annual Repo rt 


Considerable comment with regard to Secretary of War Woodring’s annual report 
in Which he outlined the needs of the War Department has appeared in the editorial 
columns of daily newspapers since the report was made public, One recommendation— 
that of increasing the strength of the reserve forces—met with general approval and 
enthusiasm. 


“Secretary of War Woodring, in the department's annual report, has just out- 
lined the Army’s immediate needs,” reports the Washington Mvening Star, “He 
advocates continuance of a permanent establishment of 165,000 men and 14,000 offi- 
cers, nnd an increase of the National Guard from 189,000 to 210,000, Because of the 
necessity of providing a permanent source of trained supply for both officers and 
men, Mr. Woodring urges that at least 30,000 Reserve officers be called to active duty 
for two Weeks annually, instead of the present limit of 20,000, and that funds be made 
available for 50,000 youths at Summertime Citizens’ Military Training Camps, instead 
of the 80,000 to which the complement is restricted by current appropriations. As an 
entirely novel proposal, the Secretary of War projects a Reserve of about 150,000 
‘enlisted specialists,’ whose exact status and duties would be prescribed by Congress. 
With respect to equipment, the head of the War Department advocates promptest 
possible execution of the building program providing for 2,520 serviceable military 
airplanes and speeding the mechanization of the entire Army.*** 

“The lessons of the World War remind us of the penny wise, pound foolish 
system of postponing military preparedness until the eleventh hour, when danger is 
ut the door. It is for that reason that the recommendation of expanded facilities for 
Reserve officers and training camps especially deserves favorable consideration. The 
cost of the Army and Navy is the premium Uncle Sam pays for national life insurance. 
The policy should not be allowed to lapse.” 


“The recommendations of Secretary of War Woodring for the development of 
adequate reserve power as a vital adjunct of national defense are soundly made,” 
states the Washington //erald, 

“In his annual report on the conduct of the War Department, Mr. Woodring 
discloses that the enlisted reserve of the United States Army consists of only 3,807 
citizen soldiers, 

“The Secretary vestrains his comment on that fact to mild language, saying ‘the 
number is so small as to be of litthe value in a major mobilization.’ 

“The unit, is in fact, WHOLLY WORTHLESS. *** 

“Mr. Woodring’s report clearly reveals his deep concern for the state of the 





nation’s defensive forces. His recommendations outline the ABSOLUTE MINIMUM 
of reserve strength upon which America can safely rely. 

“Mr. Woodring’s report embraces a program of minimum requirements. 1) al] 
his recommendations should be adopted and made effective, America would stil! he 
perilously weak. 

“To pursue a program any less effective that he proposes is to REMAIN bE 
FENSELESS.” 

The Philadelphia /nqguirer calls the Secretary’s recommendation for a reserve 
of approximately 150,000 enlisted specialists Whose particular talents would be avail 
able for an emergency “the most striking recommendation” of the entire report 
“Acceleration of the aircraft program for the Army is another important suggestion 

“This is merely prudent preparedness, insurance against war, as different as 
possible from the militaristic spirit so unfortunately rampant in other countries that 
might be mentioned.” 

“Every American should find satisfaction of the annual report of Secretary of 
War Woodring,” says the Manchester, N. HL, Guion. “This report shows not only a 
marked improvement in the morale and efliciency of the regular army during the 
past year, but also a gradual increase in its enlisted strength. By next July the 
number of enlisted men will reach 165,000, the goal set by Congress in its national 
defense program. When this goal was set the Army numbered 118,727 enlisted men, 
On June 30, 1936, it had reached 146,826. The program of enlistment now in operation 
will add 1,500 a month until the desired total is reached. In addition, noteworthy 
progress has been made in the procurement of new and improved equipment, par 
ticularly in the direction of strengthening the army air corps.” 


“Mechanization of the entire army along modern lines, it is hoped, will find the 
support it deserves in Congress, along with measures providing for the delivery of 
airplanes in suflicient numbers to bring that branch up to the authorized total of 
2320 serviceable planes,” comments the Philadelphia Ledger, “An enlisted reserve of 
150,000 ‘specialists’ is also recommended, Congress to define ‘specialists’ and prescribe 
duties. 

“It is impossible to think of the defense forces of the nation except ‘in the light 
of present world conditions.” But it is obvious that the modest measures for improve 
ment of the army should find support on general principles and even among those who 
refuse to believe that the next world war is inevitable and imminent.”

Peace Time Pensions 

The annual report of Brig. Gen. Frank 
lines, administrator of Veterans Al 
fairs, made public this week, show that 
the lowest pensions are those paid to the 
peace time widow — that is the dependents 
of one who dies as the result of diseas 
or injury originating in line of duty in 
the military or naval service in time ol 
peace, 

Reporting on the peace time pensions, 
General Hines states: “On June 30, 1956, 
pensions were being paid to the depen 
dents of 7.505 veterans whose death was 
determined to be the result of disease ot 
injury originating in line of duty in the 
military or naval service in time of peace 
This represents an increase of 260 cases 
for the fiscal year 19236. These pensioners 
received during this period $2,275,630.66 
an increase of $879,526.70 over last year” 

Computing from these figures it is re 
vealed that the dependents of the average 
peace time service person receive appront 
mately $303 a year, provided his death 
can be traced to his service, if mot they 
receive nothing. In comparison computa 
tions made from the same report reveal 
that the dependents of World War vet 
erans Whose death was not « to the 
service receive an average of Shou a year, 
dependents of World war veterats Whose 
death in service connected receive S346 
a year; dependents of Spanish War vel 
erans $342; dependents of Tndian Wat 
veterans $372; dependents of Civil War 
veterans $494, and dependents of Mex!

so wastefully and extravagantly spent 
might well have been diverted toward the 
payment of adequate pay to the enlisted 
personnel and the junior officers of the 
armed services.” 

Another member of the group, Repre- 
sentative John M. Costello, D., of Calif., 
said that “he hoped to see some legisla- 
tion to help out the enlisted men.” 

“It seems to me that the $21 a month 
basic pay should be raised,” he stated. 
“However, the War Department seems 
more interested in securing additional 
grades and ratings than in an increase in 
the minimum. I hope to see something 
done. I do not believe that we should in- 
crease officers’ pay until the budget is 
balanced. 

An increase in pay for enlisted men and 
junior officers will be proposed by several 
members of the committee, among many 
other legislative proposals. Chairman 
Hill, however, states that he considers it 
inadvisable to press for increased pay at 
this time. 


“Frankly, as much as I would like to 
see an increase in pay granted to certain 
groups in the Army,” he said, “I doubt 
that the time is propitious for considera- 
tion of such a movement, in view of the 
still existing emergency, the budget still 
unbalanced and people still on relief. It 
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is much better to delay action than to 
bring it forward and get licked.” 

Representative Hill has introduced a 
bill designed to “take the profits out of 
war.” The measure, together with an 
Army housing bill to be submitted by the 
War Department, will be the first things 
taken up by the military committee. Just 
as soon as the committee on committees 
acts and the military committee is offi- 
cially named, an organization meeting 
will be held, probably the middle of next 
week. Regular meeting days will continue 
to be Tuesday and Friday. 


At the last session, a housing bill pro- 
viding for the expenditure of $30,000,000 
over a period of four years failed of en- 
actment. Mr. Hill says that he “hopes” 
that the new bill to be submitted by the 
Department will be larger. 


“IT visited several Army posts this 
Fall,” he said, “and I am thoroughly con- 
vinced of the compelling need for new 
housing. There is no doubt of it. We 
increased the Regular Army after the 
World War and housed it for the most 
part in temporary quarters. Another in- 
crease has now been made and we are 
still using these temporary buildings, 
which are practically falling apart. We 
have had some new housing provided but 
not anything like enough. The situation 
is pretty acute.” 





Army Housing Bill 


An increased Army housing bill over 
last year’s War Department proposal is 
expected to be submitted to Congress by 
the Department in the near future, Sena- 
tor Morris Sheppard of Texas, chairman 
of the Senate Military Committee said 
this week. 

Senator Sheppard reintroduced this 
week, his own housing bill of last year 
which provided for construction at Army 
posts totaling $33,367,975. It was gen- 
erally similar to the War Department 
$30,000,000 housing measure of last year. 
The new War Department housing bill, 
he said, not only will probably be larger 
than their measure of last year but is 
likely to be changed somewhat. Hearings 
will be held on the two new measures by 
the Senate Military Committee as soon as 
possible, he added. 
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Explain Army Budget 

The official text of the War Department 
1938 estimates as submitted to Congress 
by President Roosevelt yesterday follows: 

“The total net increase of budget esti- 
mates for the War Department for 1938 
over the appropriations for 1937 is $25,- 
654,560, made up as follows: An increase 
of $92,575 for departmental activities ; an 
increase of $28,149,027 for military activi- 
ties; a decrease of $2,032,858 for non- 
military activities; and a decrease of 
$554,184 for the Panama Canal. It is 
proper to note, however, that there is in- 
cluded elsewhere in the Budget, under the 
heading ‘General Public Works Pro- 
gram,’ an estimate of $1438,322,101 for 
continuing work of improvement on rivers 
and harbors and other waterways and for 
flood control. For 1937 the appropriation 
for these purposes amounted to $135,750,- 
000. 


“The above-mentioned estimated in- 
crease of $92,575 for departmental activi- 
ties consists of $68,235 in departmental 
salaries for the hire of additional person- 
nel made necessary by an increase in work 
due to increase in the strength of the 
Army; $20,000 for contingent expenses, 
principally for the replacement of unser- 
viceable office equipment; and $4,340 for 
purchase of books and periodicals for the 
library of the Surgeon General's office. 

In connection with the estimated in- 
crease of $28,149,027 in appropriations for 
military activities, items affecting the 
Finance Department, the Quartermaster 
Corps, Signal Corps, Air Corps, Ordnance 
Department, Seacoast Defenses, National 
Guard Bureau, Organized Reserves, and 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps are 
especially worthy of note. 

“The Finance Department is respon- 
sible for the pay and allowances of active 
and retired commissioned officers, war- 
rant officers, nurses, contract surgeons, 
and enlisted men of the Regular Army 
and the Philippine Scouts; expenses of 
courts martial; apprehension of desert- 
ers; hire of civilian employees of the 
Finance Department in the field; hire of 
civil-service messengers at Army field 
headquarters ; interest on deposits of sav- 
ings by enlisted men; claims for damages 
or loss of private property ; and travel of 
military and civilian personnel. The 
estimates for the Finance Department for 
1988 show a net increase of $7,402,348 
over the appropriations for 1937. The net 
increase in the estimates for pay and al- 
lowances of the Army is $8,025,540, and is 
due principally to automatic increases 
provided for by law, the increased cost of 
18,000 additional enlisted men on a full 
year’s basis, the necessity of providing 
additional grades and ratings for enlisted 
men because of the increase in the en- 
listed strength and the progress made in 
the mechanization and motorization of the 
Army, and to increases in the retired lists 
of the Army. For pay to civilian em- 
ployees of the Finance Department in the 
field, an increase of $24,480 is allowed; 
for travel of military and civilian per- 
sonnel there is a net decrease of $657,677 
which is made by reason of changes in 
travel requirements for the fiscal year 
1938; and for claims an increase of $10,- 
000 is allowed. The Budget estimates for 
1988 provide for average active strengths 
of 12,175 commissioned officers, 771 war- 
rant officers, 675 nurses, and 165,000 en- 
listed men of the Regular Army and 6,- 
415 enlisted men of the Philippine Scouts. 
In addition, provision is made for 185 
officers of the Corps of Engineers to be 
employed on river and harbor and flood- 
control works and paid from the appro- 
priation for such works. 

“For the Quartermaster Corps a net in- 
crease of $15,276,218 is shown. Increases 
are provided as follows: For subsistence

of the Army, $2,934,516, due to the rising 
cost of the ration and the larger enlisted 
strength of the Army; for Regular Army 
supplies, $257,650; for clothing and 
equipage, $5,506,221, due to increase in the 
enlisted strength of the Army and to the 
depletion of World War stocks; for the 
construction of buildings, utilities, ang 
appurtenances at military posts, $5,415, 
000; for the acquisition of land, $1,582, 
000; and for the maintenance, operation, 
and repair of barracks, quarters, and 
utilities, incidental expenses, and the con- 
struction and repair of hospitals, $443,853, 
due almost entirely to the need for addi- 
tional funds for extraordinary repairs 
to buildings, roads, wharves, and water 
systems. The large item mentioned for 
the construction of buildings, ete., in- 
cludes projects at Sacramento, Calif.; 
Langley Air Field, Va.; Albrook Air 
Field, Panama Canal Zone; Bolling Air 
Field, D. C.; Hickam Air Field, Hawaii; 
Northeast Air Base near Tacoma, Wash.; 
and the arsenal at Edgewood, Md. De- 
creases of $695,819 are provided for non- 
recurring items incident to transporta- 
tion of the Army and $150,337 because of 
the smaller number of horses and pack 
and draft animals to be purchased. 


“For the Signal Corps the only increase 
requested is $401,114, principally for the 
employment of additional field employees 
in the Signal Service to meet an acute 
shortage in personnel, the installation of 
facilities at various air fields to provide 
weather data for the Air Corps, for radio 
service to be rendered regular Govern- 
ment activities other than Army, for 
radio equipment for combat organiza- 
tions of the Army and radio equipment 
for airplanes. Estimates for the Army 
Air Corps for 1938 call for an increase 
of $894,500 for 1938 over 1937. In addi- 
tion, there is also provided for, in the 
Budget estimates for the Signal Corps 
and Ordnance Department, a total of ap- 
proximately $3,588,000 for equipping air- 
planes of the Regular Army with modern 
radio apparatus and armament. The 1938 
estimates for the Air Corps of the Regu- 
lar Army provide for the procurement of 
449 new airplanes and in the estimates 
for the Organized Reserves and for the 
National Guard provision has been made 
for the purchase of a total of 81 new air- 
planes, which form part of the general 
Air Corps program of the War Depart- 
ment. A net increase for the Ordnance 
Department for 1938 is provided in the 
sum of $5,819,726 for the purchase of 
ammunition and bombs required for tar- 
get practice and for replacing deterio- 
rated ammunition in the war reserves. 

“Various phases of the work of sea- 
coast defense are handled by the Corps of 
Engineers, the Signal Corps, the Coast 
Artillery Corps, and the Ordnance De- 
partment. For 1937 a total of $8,518,994 
was appropriated. The estimate for 1988 
shows a decrease of $4,315,674. The re- 
maining sum, $4,203,320, is for the con- 
struction, maintenance, and repair of 
fixed fortifications; the procurement, In- 
stallation, and maintenance of fire-con- 
trol systems, searchlights, and submarine- 
mine defenses; the installation of fixe 
antiaircraft defenses; and the procure 
ment and maintenance of ordnance and 
ordnance materials. 

“For the National Guard Bureau the 
estimates for 1938 show a net increase of 
$1,634,021. The principal items making UP 
this total consist of $273,219 due to in- 
creased attendance at summer training 
camps ; $930,697 for ammunition and uni- 
forms, due to a decrease in free issues by 
the Regular Army because of depletion 
of its World War surplus stocks; $278,- 
166 for the purchase of airplanes and for 
airplane equipment, supplies and repairs, 
$180,243 for Signal Corps equipment; 
$77,000 for replacement of unserviceable 
animals: and $500,000 for initiating an in- 
crease of 5,000 men in the strength of the 
Guard. For 1988 provision is made for 
a National Guard strength of 205,000 
officers and men. 

“For the Organized Reserves a net in- 
crease for 1938 is estimated in the -_

(Continued from Preceding Page) 

is $725,689 for the detail of 250 addi- 
tional Air Reserve officers for extended 
active duty with the Regular Army Air 
Corps. The Budget estimate makes pro- 
yision for 14 days’ active duty training 
of 25,000 Reserve officers; for detail of 
1 year each on the General Staff of 5 
such officers; for the detail on extended 
active duty with the Air Corps of the 
Regular Army of 550 Reserve pilots; for 
attendance of from 6 to 12 weeks of 200 
Reserve officers at Regular Army service 
schools; and for active duty for 12 
months with the Regular Army of 500 
Reserve officers of the grade of second 
lieutenant. The estimate also provides 
for the maintenance and operation of 245 
Organized Reserve headquarters in 188 
cities; for inactive duty flying of Air Re- 
serve Officers; and for extension courses 
for Reserve officers and the furnishing 
of such officers with training manuals. 

“For the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps the 1938 estimate calls for a de- 
crease Of $330,276 from the amount ap- 
propriated for 1937 due principally to the 
fact that no new training units are to be 
established in 1938. During 1938 approxi- 
mately 172,000 students at schools and 
colleges will be given military training. 
In the case of the Citizens’ Military 
Training Camp no change is recom- 
mended in the 1938 estimates from the 
1987 appropriation which was $2,275,000 
and provided for 30,000 trainees. 

“As stated above, the estimate of net 
appropriations for 1988 for nonmilitary 
purposes is $2,032,858 less than the 1937 
appropriation. The principal increases in 
nonmilitary activities consist of $100,000, 
in repayments to discharged soldiers of 
savings deposited with the Army during 
their enlistments and $106,500 covering 
increased disbursements of trust funds. 
Offsetting these and other minor increases 
are two decreases, one of $9,000 due to a 
decrease in rent requirements of the 
United States High Commissioner of the 
Philippine Islands, and the other an item 
of $2,339,609 applicable to the Corps of 
Engineers which during 1988 will engage 
in the maintenance of river and harbor 
works; in cooperative work of flood con- 
trol on the Sacramento River, Calif., and 
Lowell Creek and Salmon River, Alaska ; 
emergency flood-control work on _ tribu- 
taries of the Mississippi River; and the 
preservation and repair of historical 
fortifications at San Juan, P. R. 

“As stated in the first paragraph under 
this head the estimate of appropriations 
for 1988 for the Panama Canal show a 
net decrease of $554,184, the details of 
which are as follows: For maintenance 
and operation of the Canal the Budget 
estimate for 1938 is $8,519,000, a net re- 
duction below 1937 of $630,201, due to 
differences between the 2 years in the 
kinds and costs of betterments and re- 
placements. The amount provided for 
1988 consists of $6,360,696 for the main- 
tenance and operation of the Canal proper 
and $2,158,304 for betterments and re- 
Placements, such as continuing the con- 
struction of a new station for the dredg- 
ing fleet to replace unserviceable facili- 
ties provided when the Canal was con- 
structed; continuing the replacement of 
old wooden quarters for white employees 
with modern construction ; the rebuilding 
of docks and wharves; the acquisition of 
floating and other plant ; and the replace- 
ment of old wooden buildings of various 
kinds which were constructed in the early 
days of the Canal and which have so de- 
teriorated as to be uneconomical to re- 
pair. This work of replacing old struc- 
tures in the Canal Zone will be necessary 
for several years to come. For sanitation 
of the Canal Zone the Budget provides an 
Increase of $18,207 for additional per- 
sonnel and supplies, and for the civil gov- 
ernment of the Canal Zone an increase of 
$57,810 due to the development of the 
School system and needs of the police de- 
partment,” 


Approve Army Dismissal 
The President has approved the dis- 
Missal of Capt. Ralph E. Fleischer, QMC, 
USA, in accordance with the sentence of 
an Army court martial, it was announced 
yesterday. Captain Fleischer, it was 





stated, was tried under the 93rd, 95th and 
96th Articles of War on charges involving 
alleged misappropriation of property and 
conduct unbecoming an officer and gentle- 
man. Captain Fleischer was the senior 
captain on the promotion list and next due 
for promotion to major at the time of his 
discharge. 





Withhold Reenlistment Funds 

The Budget sent to the Congress yes- 
terday by President fails to provide 
funds for the resumption of payment of 
the long withheld reenlistment allow- 
ances for the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
and Coast Guard. Furthermore, provision 
is made for the reenactment of the pro- 
vision suspending such payments. 

In view of the fact that this is the last 
remnant of the salary cuts of the econ- 
omy era and is imposed on the lowest 
paid class of government employees it is 
quite likely that a determined effort will 
be made to insert the funds in the bills 
and strike out the inhibitory provision. 

New War Department Building 

In his budget estimates for the fiscal 
year 1938, submitted to Congress by 
President Roosevelt, provision was car- 
ried for the construction of a new build- 
ing in Washington to house the War De- 
partment activities. 

Under public works provision in the 
Treasury bill an item of $3,000,000 was 
earried for the beginning of a new War 
Department building. It was stated that 
the total cost of the building is not to ex- 
ceed $26,000,000. 

Construction of such a building was 
recommended by the late Secretary Dern 
and again by Secretary Woodring. 


4th Army Maneuvers 


On his return from Washington to his 
headquarters at the Ninth Corps Area, 
Maj. Gen. George 8S. Simonds, USA, made 
known his intention to concentrate on two 
major problems that concern the defense 
of the Pacific coast during 1937. The 
first exercise to be taken up, calls for a 
joint maneuver with the fleet and the 
forces of the Fleet Marine Force, along 
the southern coast of California. This is 
scheduled to begin in February. 

After this has been concluded, work 
will be undertaken on the extensive field 
maneuvers of the Fourth Army which are 
tentatively planned to begin in August. 
The details of the concentration of the 
Fourth Army in maneuvers which were 
formulated in Washington last week in 
clude: concentration of all regular troops 
of the Ninth and Seventh Corps Areas at 
strategic points on the Pacifie coast; 
mobilization of the 40th and 41st Divi 
sions of the National Guard, the 5th Cav- 
alry Brigade and the 24th Cavalry Div- 
sion (G. H. Q. Reserve) and a consider- 
able part of the GHQ Reserve Field Ar- 
tillery and Coast Artillery. The total 
number of units of the National Guard 
and Reserves to be assembled for the 4th 
Army field exercises will be so appor- 
tioned as to conform to appropriations.

great discontent and dissatisfaction with 
the system. The General Board plan 
sounds like a good suggestion to me.” 

Representative Ditter declared that he 
is going to demand that the Navy Depart- 
ment submit the General Board report to 
the House naval appropriation subcom- 
mittee to be made a part of the record and 
published in the hearings when the appro- 
priation bill is reported. Hearings are to 
start on the measure next week. 

“It is my abiding conviction,” Mr. Dit- 
ter stated this week, “That the naval 
establishment should discontinue’ the 
present arbitrary method pursued by the 
selection boards, which arbitrary method 
is not chargeable to the members of the 
boards but is the inevitable result of the 
present law on the subject. As a lawyer, I 
have always believed that every man 
should have his day in court. This is so in 
jurisprudence and it should be followed 
in the Navy.” 

“T feel confident,” Representative Maas 
declared, “That the Navy Department 
will make public the report of the Gen- 
eral Board on selection. 

“T am sure that in any event the com- 
mittee will call for the report and that it 
will be thoroughly aired in the committee. 
No one need feel apprehensive that any 
legislation will be rushed through Con- 
gress without full consideration and with 
all sides being given an opportunity to be 
heard.” 

That others beside Senator Walsh are 
conscious of the mounting retired list is 
shown in the fact that in the explanation 
of the naval estimates submitted to Con- 
gress yesterday by President Roosevelt 
there was the following statement: 

“Under the operation of existing law 
the retired lists of officers and men are 
being increased annually. This fact makes 
necessary additional funds for this pur- 
pose.”

able for participation in the ceremonies 
incident to the opening of the Golden Gate 
Bridge at San Francisco which has been 
set for May 12. This date is more than 
two weeks earlier than the expected re- 
turn of the fleet upon the conclusion of 
the maneuvers. It has been tentatively 
planned by the bridge authorities to dedi- 
cate the opening of the new bridge with a 
parade of vessels of foreign navies as well 
as of our own. 
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Navy Budget, 1938 

The official text of the explanation of 
the budget estimates for the Navy De- 
partment submitted to Congress yester- 
day by the President, follows: 

“The naval estimates for 1938 have 
been prepared on the basis of our naval 
needs as covered by plans evolved under 
conditions obtaining under the Washing- 
ton and London treaties. They involve no 
expansion whatever over what had been 
planned before it was known that these 
treaties were not going to be renewed. 


“The estimates of appropriations for 
the Navy Department and Naval Estab- 
lishment for the fiscal year 1938 amount 
to $563,996,359, which, compared with the 
aggregate amount of $529,819,632 appro- 
priated for the fiscal year 1937, indicates 
a net increase of $34,176,727. The totals 
stated above include estimated expendi- 
tures from trust accounts of $1,570,650 
for 1938 and $1,717,100 for 1937. This 
net difference of some $34,176,727 in- 
volves increases for certain purposes and 
decreases for others, as compared with 
the appropriations for 1937. For purposes 
of comparison the expenditures are here- 
inafter classified by groups, followed by 
brief explanations regarding the differ- 
ences between the funds required for 
1938, compared with the appropriations 
for 1937. 


“For pay and allowances and other 
expenses incident to naval and Marine 
Corps personnel approximately $16,000,- 
000 additional is required to provide for 
the increase in officers and men necessary 
to man the larger vessels of the fleet, the 
increased number of airplanes and the 
greater requirements for personnel 
ashore because of the increase in the 
fleet. Included in this item is provision 
for an expansion of reserve activities in 
accordance with an approved program. 
Under the operation of existing law the 
retired lists of officers and men are being 
increased annually. This fact makes 
necessary additional funds for this pur- 
pose. For the operation, maintenance, 
repair, and improvement of the fleet and 
shore establishment, exclusive of avia- 
tion, an increase of approximately $9,- 
800,000 is necessary because of the larger 
ships that will be in commission, the in- 
creased cost of labor and materials, the 
alterations and improvements required 
to keep the units in a high state of 
efliciency and the necessity of providing 
a larger reserve of arms, armament, am- 
munition, and other supplies. 

“In order to replenish the stock under 
the naval supply account fund so that it 
may better and more economically supply 
the needs of the Navy, it is proposed that 
the capital fund be increased by $6,000,- 
000. 

“The increase under ‘Aviation’ ap- 
proximates $10,910,000. Of this sum, 
$6,410,000 represents the difference be- 
tween the amouuts due on prior-year con- 
tracts in 19387 and the amount due on 
prior-year contracts in 1988. The re- 
mainder, $4,500,000, is due to the increase 
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in the program for procurement of planes 
and also to the additional amounts re- 
quired for operation and maintenance of 
a larger number and larger types of air- 
planes, together with the increased cost 
of upkeep and maintenance of the air sta- 
tions used for training personnel and 
those serving as auxiliary to the fleet. 

“The estimate for public works is $2,- 
863,000 over the amount appropriated for 
1937. The amount proposed for appro- 
priations under this head is required to 
carry forward work on projects under 
way and uncompleted on June 30, 19387, 
and to provide for the commencement of 
certain additional projects during 1938. 

“The amount recommended for con- 
struction of naval vessels is $11,500,000 
less than the appropriation for this pur- 
pose for 1987. Due to strikes and other 
causes the ship-building program has been 
delayed. This delay will result in a large 
unexpended balance being carried for- 
ward from the fiscal year 1937 for ex- 
penditure in 1938. Although the estimates 
for ship construction for 1938 are less 
than the appropriations for 1937, no cur- 
tailment of the program of constructing 
replacement vessels, as authorized by the 
Vinson-Trammell Act of 1934, is contem- 
plated.” 


Naval Reserve Association 

The annual convention of the Naval 
Reserve Officers Association convened in 
the Washington Hotel, Washington, D. C., 
yesterday at 9 a. m. 

Appointment of the nominating com- 
mittee to nominate national officers for 
the coming year was scheduled for yes- 
terday as was discussion of pending legis- 
lation expected to be passed during the 
present session of Congress. 

The annual meeting of the National 
Directors of the Association was held 
Thursday during which time the Presi- 
dent and Treasurer’s reports were read. 
The Directors, one representing each 
naval district, decided on two recom- 
mendations for changes in the by laws to 
be made to the convention. The first was 
an increase in the per capita tax and the 
second, to increase the number of vice- 
presidents to more than two, if it was so 
desired. At present the Association is 
limited to two vice-presidents and there 
has been some discussion of raising the 
number to five or six so that there would 
be a_ vice-president representing each 
region of the United States such as the 
West Coast, the middle west, the south- 
west, the south, etc. That is the purpose 
of the latter amendment. 

The big question expected to confront 
the convention which concludes its ses- 
sions today is that of a new Naval Re- 
serve bill. Both the Maas Bill and tenta- 
tive Navy Department draft of a bill have 
been discussed by the various district 
delegates in their own districts and a de- 
cision on one or the other of the measures 
undoubtedly will be made today. 

Opinion has been divided as to the 
merits of each bill and informal discus- 
sions seem to lean toward the Maas Bill. 
Under the Maas Bill a separate bureau 
would be set up to administer Reserve 
affairs, while the Navy Department draft 
makes no provision for a separate bureau 
but does make provision for a rear 
admiral to handle Reserve affairs. An- 
other feature of the Maas Bill is that an 
additional assistant secretary of the 
Navy handle Reserves. The Navy De- 
partment is strongly opposed to any such 
action. 

Another goal of the Reserve Associa- 
tion is to obtain an increase in the pres- 
ent drilling and training units. This may 
be done by organizing new units or en- 
larging the present units. Either will be 
satisfactory to the Association, it is said. 
The Association is also seeking legisla- 
tion to provide for training of volunteers. 
They are not given training at present. 

Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, USN, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, ac- 
cepted an invitation to address the con- 
vention this morning. Representatives of 
other branches of the Navy Department 
also are scheduled to speak.

Authorize Battleships 


President Roosevelt at noon yesterday 
announced that he had issued orders to 
the Navy Department to proceed with the 
laying down of two replacement battle- 
ships under authority carried in the cur- 
rent year’s appropriation act. 

It was stated in the White House an- 
nouncement that it probably would be 
some time before bids are called for and 
contracts let as at present only “rough 
drawings” are finished. There was no 
announcement as to any of the specifica- 
tions of the ships. One will be built in a 
Navy Yard, it was stated, and the other 
in a private yard. 

It was pointed out at the White House 
that before the two ships will be finished 
three battleships, the New York, Texas, 
and Arkansas, will be more than 26 years 
old. In view of the action of foreign 
powers in proceeding with capital ship 
construction and the failure to secure any 
limitation on construction the United 
States no longer can fail to replace her 
capital ships, it was said. 

While no details as to the characteris- 
tics of the ships were announced it was 
assured that the vessels will be of 35,000 
tons and have a speed of nearly 30 knots. 
The question of its guns will depend upon 
the action of foreign nations in agreeing 
to the 14-inch limitation in the 1936 naval 
treaty. If this limitation is not adhered 
to by Japan it is probable that 16-inch 
guns will be built into our vessels. 


July Submarine Class 


A class in submarine training for about 
20 officers will be convened at the Sub- 
marine Base, New London, Conn., about 
July 1, 1937, the Bureau of Navigation 
announced this week. The duration of the 
course will be approximately six months, 
and successful graduates may expect to 
be assigned duty aboard submarines. 

Officers on first sea cruise, of the classes 
of 1933, 1983B, 1934 and 1935 are eligible 
for this class. Candidates should submit 
applications in accordance with Part E, 
Chapter 1, Section 3, Bureau of Naviga- 
tion Manual, so as to arrive in the Bureau 
of Navigation not later than March 1, 
1987. Candidates who have previously 
submitted requests may resubmit them, 
provided they are still applicants. 

In making the announcement the Bu- 
reau reminds those who are eligible that 
they will be available for submarine com- 
mand at an earlier age than any other 
combatant type, and that submarines of- 
fer excellent training, not only for com- 
mand, but for many lines of technical 
duty. 


France Honors Marine Hero 

The Republic of France will pay fitting 
tribute to the heroic sacrifice of a distin- 
guished officer of the Marine Corps today 
at the French Embassy, when Ambas- 
sador André de Laboulaye will present to 
Mrs. Robert H. Dunlap the decoration of 
Commander of the Legion of Honor, con- 
ferred posthumously upon her husband, 
General Dunlap, who lost his life May 19, 
1931, at Cing-Mars-la Pile, France, in his 
effort to save the life of a French woman, 
Madame Briant, who had been trapped by 
a landslide at the Chateau de 1a 
Fariniere. 


Marines in Inaugural Parade 

A regiment of 800 Marines from Qual-

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Coast Guard Activities 

The United States Coast Guard Cut- 
ters Alexander Hamilton and John C. 
Spencer were christened at the Navy 
yard, Brooklyn, N. Y., Wednesday, Jan. 
6, 1937, at 3:30 p.m. 

These vessels have a standard displace- 
ment of 2,000 tons, length overall 327 
feet, breadth 41 feet, and normal draft 
of about 12 feet, 3 inches. The keels of 
these vessels were laid Sept. 11, 1935, and 
delivery is scheduled for March 15 and 
March 1, respectively. Seven vessels of 
this class were authorized, four already 
having been completed at the Navy Yard, 
Philadelphia, and another—the George 
M. Bibb—is under construction at the 
Navy Yard, Charleston, S. C. 

The Alexander Hamilton is the fourth 
vessel of the U. S. Coast Guard to bear 
this name in honor of the Secretary of the 
Treasury appointed in 1789. The John C. 
Spencer is the second vessel so named in 
honor of John C. Spencer, who was ap- 
pointed Secretary of War in 1841 and 
Secretary of the Treasury in 1843. 

Miss Mary Schuyler Hamilton, great- 
great granddaughter of Alexander Ham- 
ilton christened that vessel and Mrs. 
Stephen B. Gibbons, wife of the Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, christened the 
Spencer. 

Rear Adm. Russell R. Waesche, USCG, 
Comandant, attended the launching cere- 
monies together with a number of Coast 
Guard officers and Treasury oflicials. 

Next Thursday, Jan. 14, the Charles 
M. Bibb will be christened at the Navy 
Yard, Charleston, S. C. Rear Adm. 
Waesche and a number of Treasury offi- 
dals will attend this ceremony in the 
morning and in the afternoon will be 
present for the dedication of the new 
Charleston Air Station. 

The Coast Guard Cutters Modoc, 
Mojave and Yamacraw will be in Charles- 
ton to participate in the launching cere- 
monies. 

Bids Opened for Air Station 

Bids were opened at Coast Guard 
Headquarters, Dec, 29, 1936 for the Coast 
Guard Air Station to be constructed at 
Floyd Bennett Field.

With the world in turmoil and war or revolution either in progress or threatene 
ing, two subjects will justify your careful attention. They are National Defense 
and Neutrality.

Witness Bel- 
gium in the World War and the League of Nations and Ethiopia. 

Only a strong nation can be neutral. Aggression refrains from assault upon 
strength. Had the Kaiser’s war lords considered us ready for battle, the submarine 
campaign which provoked our entrance into the World War never would have 
been inaugurated. 

The Army and the Navy and their Air forces, which you have provided under 
the alert leadership of the President, are good. Make no mistake about that, But 
they want to be, they should be better. Morale is of the highest importance, and 
morale can be promoted only if the conditions of service are satisfactory. Therefore, 
we submit for your consideration our legislative priority list, as follows;

The insurance against war for which we ask may seem costfy. But how infinitely 
cheaper it is than war, with its sacrifice not only of treasure, but, more important, 


the blood of our sons. 
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“The expenses of the Army and Navy and coast defenses should always be con- 
sidered as something which the Government must pay for, and they should not be 
cut off through mere consideration of economy. Our Government is able to afford a 
suitable army and suitable navy.’—WILLIAM Howarp TAFT.

THERE IS SOUND REASON, coupled with full understanding of the threaten- 
ing international situation, back of the President’s National Defense estimates. In 
his annual message on the State of the Union, he mentioned twice the danger of 
conflict. He stated that provision had been made at Buenos Aires for the wider 
protection of the interests of all the American Republics “in the event of war,” and 
later that “in a world unhappily thinking in terms of war,’ these Republics had 
discussed measures for maintaining peace. No one knows better than the Chief 
Executive that what was done at Buenos Aires would be of empty effect unless 
the participating states were prepared to uphold their action by force, As the 
largest and richest partner in the confederation of peace, it is incumbent upon the 
United States to possess a strength which, in itself, will be a power for influence 
upon warring or war disposed nations. Another consequence of such strength 
would be greater reliance upon us and greater willingness on the part of South 
America to act in conjunction with us for the protection of American territory and 
interests. To those who may be disposed to criticise the fact that the estimates 
closely approximate one Dillion dollars, we commend a study of the situation in 
Europe and Asia and the high importance of being prepared to make good the 
obligations which, as a result of the President’s diplomacy, we have undertaken. 
It is our view such a study would establish also that the estimates are too low 
in that they fail to include anything to pave the way to the increase of pay which 
is advisable in the interest of morale. There is a reference to the necessity of addi- 
tional funds to take cure of an increased number of retired officers and men, the 
increase being attributed to “the operation of existing law.” The law in the mind 
of the President and the Budget Bureau in this connection is that relating espe- 
cially to the present promotion system in the Navy. The Administration and Con- 
gress are not unaware of the cost of transferring physically fit officers from the 
active to the retired list, and it was partly to meet this situation that the General 
Board of the Navy devised its plan of promotion reform. The report of the Board, 
as we have stated repeatedly, should be made public without delay in order that 
otlicers ay know how it is proposed to affect their future prospects. Given proper 
pay and a naval promotion system which would assure justice, the Armed Forces, 
with the other provisions made in the estimates, would move to a state where they 
could effectively guard the Nation and its interests and obligations, and probably 
assure our remaining at peace, 


WORD THAT THE WAR DEPARTMENT is evolving a solution to the prob- 
lem of widening the opportunities for Army oflicers to get the benefit and standing 
given by Command and General Staff School training is welcome news to the 
service. The problem is an acute one, particularly to some 1,200 oflicers nearing 
the age limit who see failure to be selected as a student in one of the compara- 
tively small classes as sort of drawing a curtain over their career. And still 
omission from the annual list of chosen few can hardly be taken as a reflection. 
When it is considered, for example, that only 75 oflicers are chosen from the 
Infantry it is easy to see the difficulty in selecting these to go from the hundreds 
of qualified officers. Secretary Woodring and General Craig are keenly aware 
of the importance of Command and General Staff School Training to efficiency 
and of admission to the General Staff Eligible List to morale. To that end the 
plan they are working on is designed to give this training to all who desire it. 
On the surface this sounds like a stupendous task. Yet if it could be carried 
forward for a few years so that the present hump of about 1,200 officers would be 
given their opportunity to qualify for the eligible list the problem would thereafter 
solve itself. It is this present hump which blocks the way. If the training of those 
now in the service were up-to-date all future training to take care of the flow of 
officers into the service and up the grades could be handled adequately with present 
facilities. The fact that this virtually unanimous desire to be carried on the Gen- 
eral Staff Eligible List exists is the result of the creation of that list by the Na- 
tional Defense Act and, according to the best belief, is not due to the desire of 
every officer for General Staff duty. Because the Eligible List is a selective pro- 
cedure and such eligibility is placed on the officer’s record as a sort of stamp of 
approval it has come to be sought for its own sake and not for the sake of staff 
duty. As a matter of fact it is known that there are nearly 1,000 officers on the 
list who never have had staff duty and many who do not want it. Certainly, com- 
mand of troops must still be the genuine ambition of all soldiers.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Provisions of War Department Estimates—The War Department budget for the 
support of the Military Establishment, which has been submitted to Congress by 
the President, totals $410,0936,294. For the current fiscal year—1937—-there is avail- 
able for this purpose $385,633,192. The increase for military purposes therefor is 
$25,303,102. In addition, a contract authorization of $10,462,000 is requested as 
against a contract authorization of $10,669,786 granted for the current fiscal year. 

The maximum strength in officer personnel next year will be 12,8300. The in- 
crease over the present one consists of 62 Engineer lieutenants and 50 second lieu- 
tenants who will be assigned to the combatant arms. The Engineer increment is 
one-third of the increase of 185 officers authorized by the last Congress in the Engi- 
neer Corps. The cost of these additional officers will be borne exclusively by the 
non-military appropriation “Rivers and Harbors.” The War Department objective is 
a strength of 14,000 Regular oflicers. 

The increase of 50 second lieutenants to be assigned to the several arms is in 
accordance with the Thomason Act, passed in August 1935, which authorized the 
President annually, to call not to exceed 1000 Reserve second lieutenants for one 
year’s active duty with the Regular Army and further authorized the Secretary of 
War to commission each year 50 of these oflicers in the Regular Establishment. 
In conformity with the provisions of this Act 1000 Reserve oflicers are on active 
duty during the current year but provision is made for only 500 in the fiscal year 
1938. An increase from 300 to 550 Reserve officers for extended active duty with 
the Air Corps is requested. This will partially provide for the shortage of pilot 
personnel which will exist during the next fiscal year. 

The enlisted strength, in conformity with the present law, will reach 165,000 by 
June 80th next, and thereafter will be continued at that strength. The average 
authorized during the current year is 156,000. 

The estimates for the National Guard support a strength of 200,000 officers and 
men for the full year. They also provide for a further increase of 5,000 in the latter 
part of the next fiscal year. The ultimate objective is an aggregate strength of 
210,000 in the National Guard, 

The estimates provide for increases in the number of Reserve officers to be 
trained for 14 days from 20,000 to 25,000, and in the number of thirty-day trainees 
in the CMTC camps from 31,500 to 35,000. The Reserve Officers’ Training Corps will 
be maintained on about the same basis as during the present year. 

Direct charges for aviation materiel and training for the Regular Army, the 
National Guard and the Organized Reserves amount to $79,650,992; in the current 
year the amount is $77,953,084. Considering the indirect charges such as pay, cloth- 
ing, rations, housing and transportation, it is estimated that approximately $125,- 
000,000 goes to the support of aviation. 

The present objective of the War Department in the procurement of airplanes 
is to reach the quota of 2320 fixed by the Baker Board and it is hoped to attain this 
goal with current funds and those appropriated in the next two years. The present 
program calls for the procurement of nearly 600 planes during the current year and 
approximately 500 in 1938. Vor the purchase of airplanes in fiscal year 1938, $26,- 
973,261 will be available. In the current year $33,548,798 has been provided for this 
purpose. The estimates also provide for technical construction required by the Air 
Corps in Hawaii, Panama, and in the United States at Sacramento, Calif., Tacoma, 
Wash., Langley Field, Va., and Bolling Vield in the District of Columbia. Provision 
is also made for the enlargement of Mitchel Field, Long Island, which is now too 
small for lurge planes to operate from it with safety. 

Wield Exercises will be continued on approximately the same basis as in the 
present year, with an increase in appropriation of from $255,321 to $313,620. The 
Fourth Army will conduct a maneuver on the Pacific Coast. Exercises and ma- 
neuvers will also be held by an experimental Infantry Division in Texas during 
the coming autumn, 

Provision is also made in the estimates for fiscal year 1938 for the further 
strengthening of our defenses in the continental United States, in Panama, and 
Hawaii. There will also be a continuation of the modernization, mechanization, and 
motorization programs for Field Artillery, Antiaircraft, Infantry and Cavalry units. 


Navy Promotion Examinations—Close to one thousand commissioned officers of the 
Navy,—76 to be exact,—have been directed to stand by to be examined for promo- 
tion to the next higher grade. Preliminary orders to this effect have been sent out to 
the Naval Service by the chief of bureau of navigation. The examinations, for those 
officers who are serving in the U. S. Fleet are scheduled for the period, March 1 to 
April 17, 1987, the latter date being set to conform to the fleet’s departure for the 
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spring maneuvers. Those officers who are not serving in the U. S. Fleet are to be 
examined in the period, May 1 to Aug. 31. 

Of the total number of officers to be examined, 825 are in the line and 151 are 
staff,—medical, civil engineer, chaplain, dental, supply and construction corps. In 
the line, 7 are in the grade of captain, 19 are commanders, 59 are lieutenant com- 
manders, 127 are lieutenants, 202 are lieutenants junior grade, and 412 are ensigns, 
the last named being of the Naval Academy graduating class of 1934. 

In the staff corps, 22 are medical corps lieutenants and 71 are lieutenants junior 
grade medical corps. ‘Twelve oflicers of the Supply Corps are in the list as follows: 
one lieutenant and 11 lieutenants junior grade. In the construction corps, 9 lieu- 
tenants are to be examined and 11 lieutenants junior grade and in the corps of ciyi] 
engineers, 2 lieutenants are to be advanced if found qualified. Three lieutenants and 
six lieutenants junior grade in the chaplain corps and five lieutenants and 10 lieu- 
tenants junior grade in the dental corps complete the list of staff officers to be 
examined for advancement. 

In the cases of those oflicers who request delay in the prescribed dates for their 
examinations, or whose status may be affected by special circumstances, will be 
examined at such times as may be most convenient under the circumstances that 
govern the individual case. 

Oflicers now under post graduate instruction at the Naval Academy will be 
examined in accordance with the recommendations of the Head of the Post Graduate 
School. 

Of the commanders to be examined for promotion, only six are in the list of 
commanders who were selected by this year’s Board. The remaining 13 are those 
who were selected a year ago, i. e. in December 1935. The names of the 59 lieutenant 
commanders to be examined will be the 59 seniors who have been selected for 
promotion by this year’s Board, 

Line lieutenants on the Promotion List (see pages 370 to 373 of the Navy 
Register of July 1, 1936), to be examined are from Robert W. Berry to Herbert EK. 
Ragan ine., and lieutenants junior grade on this list following Jesse W. Underhill. 

In the medical corps, all lieutenants on the promotion list from John M., 
Bachulus to Carl M. Dumbauldin ine., and all lieutenants junior grade from F. R, 
Lang to L. G. Bell inc. are to be examined. Only two officers of the corps of civil 
engineers are on the list, namely, Lts, C. W. Porter and H. P. Needham. 

In the supply corps, Lt. John M. Lynch and lieutenants junior grade on the 
promotion list from I). S. Gordon to W. J. Laxson ine. In the chaplain corps, all 
lieutenants on the promotion list from E. J. Robbins to E. G. Hangen ine. and all 
lieutenants junior grade from F. R. Hamilton to Ff, W. Meebhling ine. In the con- 
struction corps, all lieutenants on the promotion list from Leonard Kaplan to M. R, 
Williams inc. and lieutenants junior grade from J. M. Farrin, jr., to R. L. Perkins 
inc. In the dental corps, all lieutenants from F. W. Lepeska to T. DeWitt Allan ine. 
and lieutenants junior grade from G. N. Crosland to R. H. Barrett, jr. 

It will be noted that a total of 98 medical oflicers are included in the above list 
of officers to be examined for promotion. This is believed to be the largest number 
of any staff corps in the Navy to be named for promotion in any one year since 
the war. 


Army Chaplains Affairs—A General Conference of Chaplains will be conducted 
by the Chief of Chaplains in Room 2027 Munitions Building, Washington, D. C., 
Thursday, Jan. 28, 1937, beginning at 9:30 a.m. and closing at 4:30 p.m. Each 
Reserve Chaplain attending this conference will be entitled to receive through the 
Headquarters of the Washington Units Organized Reserves seven hours of inac- 
tive duty credit. 

Commenting on the new year in Circular Letter No. 170, Col. Alva J. Brasted, 
USA, Chief of Chaplains, says: 

“The past 12 months have witnessed marked progress in the work of the chap- 
lains of both the Regular Army and the CCC. This progress is noted in part as 
follows: marked increased attendance at religious services; better facilities of wor- 
ship; more complete and effective organization of our work; enhanced professional 
reading and study; improvement of technique; new fields of service opened both by 
manning new stations and by discovering new opportunities of service. 

“The art of character building is still in the pioneer stage of development. 
Up to date men have devoted most of their research work to the material world. 
Slowly but surely the spiritual body is coming to be better understood. Its diseases 
and their cures are being recognized. The way of healthful and normal spiritual 
growth is being pointed out more clearly. The thinking world is coming to appre- 
ciate more and more the fact that the spiritual forces of true religion are indispensable 
to the building of exemplary character, and a well ordered and happy society. “The 
past has taught its lessons, the present has its duty and the future its hope.’ Let 
us go forward as God gives us light. There can be no good reason for periods of 
depression in the work of the Lord. 1937 must be the best year of all for results 
in terms of service and Christian character.” 

Maj. Augustus S. Goodyear, AG-Res., has been promoted to the grade of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel. Lt. Col. Goodyear has been on duty in the office of Chief of Chaplains 
since its establishment and has rendered most eflicient and faithful service. 


Quincy May Soon Join Fleet—The fleet is anticipating the arrival of the heavy 
cruiser Quincy in the early part of the new year to take her assigned place in Crudiv 
7 of the Scouting Fleet. The Quincy has never been out of Atlantic waters since 
she was placed in commission in the winter of 1935-36, and due to the necessity 
of subsequent machinery adjustments by her builders, she has cruised fewer miles 
in service than the other ships of her class. The date originally set for commis- 
sioning the Quincy had to be deferred on account of mishaps, including a serious 
fire in her machinery spaces, while still in the hands of her builders at the works 
of the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corp. at Quincy, Mass. After the vessel was finally 
made ready for sea in the mid-summer of last year, she departed from [Boston on 
a shakedown cruise 'to European waters. While abroad on this cruise, the Quincy 
was diverted, under emergency orders from the Navy Department, to seaports 
of Spain at the outbreak of civil war. On this duty, the Quincy did notable work 
in effecting the rescue of Americans whose safety had become endangered by the 
disorders. The prompt arrival of the Quincy and the efficient rescue work of her 
oflicers and crew undoubtedly saved many Americans from embarrassment, if not 
injuries, and her services merited the praise of the State Department. On Sept. 
30, the Quincy was relieved at Gibraltar by the Raleigh, flying the flag of Rear 
Adm. Arthur P. Fairfield, and returned to the Navy Yard, Boston, to be made 
ready for builder's trials preparatory to her final acceptance by the government. 
The Quincy is commanded by Capt. William F. Amsden and her executive officer 
is Comdr. Charleton E. Battle. There officers placed the ship in commission and 
have served in her continuously during her commissioned service. 


Speed in Naval Vessels—The high sustained speed of the Indianapolis and the 
Chester on the run from Charleston, 8. C., to the fleet base at Long Beach has 
served to further increase the discussions among officers in the ships of the fleet in 
the matter of designed speed in the ships to be laid down in the immediate future. 
Higher speeds in ships hereafter designed are to be looked for as a result of better 
under water forms of hulls as well as from improved machinery installations. As 
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the line officers of the Navy view the matter of speed, it can be achieved by greater 
power installations which mean heavier weights of machinery, or it can be had by 
the same power provided that improved hull forms can be laid down by naval 
architects. In the latter respect, it is understood that much has been accomplished 
in the designs of the latest type of light craft that have gone into commission 
in the last two years and while no informaion has been made available as to the 
speeds that these new ships are capable of, it is thought that they have been 
found more than satisfactory in all respects. In the determined search for im- 
provements in speed in all classes of vessels, large and small, naval architects 
have made notable advancements in speed boats, yachts, and merchant ships and 
the experimentation in this field is going on and still greater results are looked 
forward to. These have come to pass, as has been noted as a result of better 
under water forms, as achieved by the designers for private and commercial owners 
and as a result of the discoveries of metallurgists who have brought out metals for 
marine construction, at less weights for equal strength, both tensile and under 
compression. Assuming that the current naval race is likely to continue for another 
decade, the speed of surface vessels in all navies is certain to be forced to keep 
pace with the ever increasing speeds that are being incorporated into all forms of 
aircraft. In this latter field, as well as in the designs of fast railroad equipment, 
the streamline form continues to receive equal study with the research into the 
design of the power plant. In connection with the form of ships, the effect of 
streamlining is expected to be diligently studied in the future. 


Navy Regular and Reserve Personnel Budget—The Navy Budget estimates pre- 
sented to Congress yesterday provide for an increase in the enlisted strength of the 
Navy to an average of 103,000 men for the year and provides nearly $2,000,000 for in- 
creases in personnel and training activities for the Naval Reserve. The Naval Reserve 
increases provide: an increase of $318 in aviation enlisted personnel and 447 in sea- 
going enlisted personnel ; two weeks training cruise for 400 officers and 500 men of the 
Merchant Marine Naval Reserve; increased funds to bring the Fleet divisions and in- 
dividual reserve personnel from inland states to the seacoast for training on naval 
vessels ; an increase from 122 to 700 in the number of seagoing volunteer officers to be 
given two weeks training; a like increase in the number of volunteer enlisted men, sea- 
going, from 250 to 1,000; two week training for volunteer enlisted men, aviation; in- 
creased funds for subsistence for week-end cruises; increased funds for ordering 20 
instead of 13 oflicers to a naval reserve conference at the Navy Department; an in- 
crease in the number of aviation cadets undergoing training from 339 to 478; an in- 
crease in the number of aviation cadets with the fleet from 254 to 451; provision for 45 
days training for 500 college students at naval training stations for preparation for 
commissioning as officers in the Reserve; similar to the Marine Corps platoon officers 
training plan; and funds for uniform and uniform allowances. 

The Navy Budget estimates submitted to Congress yesterday provide for the lay- 
ing down of eight destroyers and four submarines during the fiscal year 1938, a 
decrease of four destroyers and two submarines from the current year. Procurement 
of 397 new airplanes are provided for by funds and contract authorizations. The 
procurement will result in a net increase of about 104 planes on June 30, 1935 over 
June of 1937. 

The Navy enlisted strength, which will reach 100,000 by the end of this year will 
be increased to 106,000 by the end of 1938 with an average of 103,000 being main 
tained. The Marine Corps will attain a strength of 17,000 next June and the new 
budget provides for continuing that strength during the next year. Additional funds 
are allowed for the overhauling of ships, maintenance, etc., and continued develop 
ment of Pearl Harbor. Funds are supplied for beginning construction on the ship 
model basin but none were allowed for the proposed new hospital in Washington, D. C. 

Other items under public works provide for starting construction of the newly 
authorized naval aviation base at Alemada, Calif., and for housing for enlisted men 
at the San Diego air station. The situation created by the failure of Congress to 
supply sufficient funds for the pay of petty officers, as the result of an erroneous table 
furnished the House appropriations committee by the Navy Department which 
brought about considerable stagnation in advancements this year, will be partially 
relieved during the coming year, as part of the funds withheld are continued in the 
new budget. 


Changing the New Blue Uniform—The contemplated changes in the new blue uni- 
form are being expedited as rapidly as possible by the War Department. At the 
present writing it seems quite likely that the plan finally evolved will retain the 
present general tailoring specifications with the addition of pockets, either with or 
without piping, and possibly the changing of the shoulder straps so as to revert 
to the type employed on the pre-war blues. It is understood that the new blues were 
considered too plain and the effort will be to overcome this. There is every reason 
to believe that those who now have new blues need not fear that their purchase will 
be a loss. Positive assurance is being given that they may continue wearing them. 
As a matter of fact when the new specifications are issued they probably will find 
that they need only to add pockets and change the shoulder straps to keep them 
up-to-the-minute, The text of the notification sent out by radio last week follows: 

“It is contemplated that changes will be made in the blue uniform prescribed in 
recent War Department circulars. Advise all concerned your Corps Area including 
Commanding Otlicers exempted stations not to purchase new blue uniforms pending 
further consideration by War Department.” 


Floating of the Chaumont—The US Naval Transport Chaumont was floated from 
the shoals near Chingwangtao, China on Christmas Day, having been on the ground 
since Dee. 15. The mishap occurred when the Chaumont was enroute to Chingwang 
tao from Manila with stores and personnel for the Marine detachments and Army 
forces stationed at Peiping and Tientsin. At this season of the year, both fogs and 
ShOW storius render this part of the China coast difficult of navigation. The ocean 
currents in the vicinity are, moreover, unpredictable in strength and direction. 

The salvaging of the Chaumont without material damage was accomplished 
through the use of dredges and the lightering of her cargo, principally her fuel oil. 
This was quickly done when the naval tanker Pecos arrived from Manila, on Dee, 24. 

The place where the Chaumont grounded is 7 miles east of the Chingwangtao 
breakwater and the locality, in any but the best visibility, is regarded as one of the 
worst on the China coast.

Navy Purchases Copper in Open Market—The Navy Department this week pur- 
chased 400,000 pounds of copper in open market for prompt delivery. By signing 
contracts which were exempt from provisions of the Walsh-Healey act requiring 
Government contractors to meet certain minimum wage and maximum hour require- 
ments, the Navy was able to obtain copper which is in immediate demand. Recently 
bids on 2,600,000 pounds of copper—a half years’ supply—were opened by the De- 
partment twice but no bids were received at either opening. 

Declaring an “emergency” need in making the copper purchases, contracts were 
made with the Kennecott Sales Corp. of New York city for 200,000 pounds and with 
the Calumet and Hecla Consolidate Copper Company of Boston, Mass., for another 
200,000 pounds. The former contract called for a price of 12.175 cents per pound, 
while the latter was 12.205 cents. The supply purchased from the Kennecott Corp. 
is for delivery to the Washington Navy Yard and the other for delivery to the Ports- 
mouth, N. H., Navy Yard. 

The 200,000 pounds of copper will last about 30 days at the Washington Navy 
Yard, it is said, and slightly longer at other yards. 

Copper is used in munitions, ships, engines and equipment, it is pointed out, 
and the difliculty in obtaining copper had threatened the Navy's building program, 

At the second opening of bids on copper by the Department a letter was re- 
ceived from one firm stating that it was unable to make deliveries because of the 
shortage of copper. 

The Navy has wanted to buy approximately 25,000,000 pounds of steel but con- 
tracts for only 7,000,000 pounds have been signed. The demands of private industry 
for steel is said to be the cause of the steel shortage. The shortage of the other 
18,000,000 pounds of steel may delay construction on some new destroyers and sub- 
marines, it is said, but will not affect those vessels nearing completion or naval 
vessels undergoing repair.

National Guard Medical Service 


“There has been a steady increase in 
the medical department of the National 
Guard since 1920,” The Surgeon of the 
Army states in his annual report for the 
year 1936. 

At present there are 1,432 oflicers and 
11,359 enlisted men as compared with 128 
officers and 841 enlisted men in 1920. 

During the fiscal year 1936 officers and 
noncommissioned officers of the National 
Guard were sent to service schools, 48 
follows: Medical Field Service School, 
field officers’ course, 12; School of Avia- 
tion Medicine, 2; Medical Field Service 
School, noncommissioned officers’ course, 
11 

“There has been very little change 10 
the armory instruction of medical regl 
ments,” he states. “The shortage of funds 
continues and prevents many medical de- 
partment detachments from being visited 
by their medical instructors, but in such 
cases these detachments have been placed 
under the line regimental instructors, Te 
sults of which, while not as satisfactory 
as if the service of a medical officer were 
available, are much better than formerly 
when no instructors were present.”

Taking Profits Out of War 

Senator Morris Sheppard, Texas, 
Chairman of the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee, and Representative Lister 
Hill, Alabama, Chairman of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, who on 
Jan. 6 introduced in both branches of Con- 
gress 2 companion bill to take the profit 
out of war, issued a joint statement ex- 
plaining the proposed legislation, as fol- 
lows: 

“Aiming at the prevention of war-time 
profiteering, at the drafting of the Nation's 
man-power, and at the placing of industry 
under Federal control during the existence of 
a national emergency, thus promoting con 
tinued peace, we have introduced a bill in both 
Houses. It is the plan the American Legion 
bas been sponsoring since its National Con- 
yention held at Kansas City in 1921 and em- 
bodies recommendations made in 1932 by the 
War Policies Commission. A similar bill was 
introduced by the late Representative Me- 
Swain and was passed by the House in April, 
1935, by an overwhelming majority. 

“It is a statement of broad, general policies 
and is deliberately intended to avoid the mis 
take of seeking to legislate as to details per 
haps many years in advance of the outbreak 
of a possible war, when the economic and 
social conditions are unpredictable. With the 
international situation as it is, and neutrality 
legislation to the fore, the American Legion 
has requested its friends in Congress to press 
early action of the proposal so that it may be 
considered as a companion law to the ex- 
pected neutrality legislation 

“The bill proposes, upon the declaration of 
war or of a national emergency due to the 
imminence of war, to authorize the President 
to determine and publicly proclaim and limit 
prices; to give him the authority to adjust 
these prices, when necessary, by public 
proclamation; to draft man-power between 
the ages of 21 and 31, subject to such condi- 
tions, exemptions, rules and regulations as 
the President may prescribe; and to take into 
the military service, as civilians, any persons 
engaged in the management or control of in- 
dustrial or manufacturing establishments 
designated by the President. 

“It also proposes to license those classes 
determined by the President as necessary for 
the successful prosecution of war; fix prior- 
ities of the filling of orders by any manu- 
facturer, dealer, producer, exporter, importer, 
or public service in the United States; and to 
grant to the President the power to create 
agencies, boards, and commissions, and to em- 
ploy the necessary personnel, all in time of 
war. 

“The taxing provision is severe in that upon 
the declaration of any war there would be im- 
posed, for the duration of such emergency, a 
tax of 95 per centum of all income above the 
previous three-year average, with proper 
adjustments for capital expenditures for war 
purposes by existing or new industries. 

“A severe taxing provision in any ‘univer- 
sal service’ or ‘industrial mobilization plan’ 
is regarded as absolutely necessary by the 
sponsors of the proposal. When a similar plan 
was reported from the House Military Affairs 
Committee in February, 1935, it was pointed 
out that while it is not possible to attain the 
ideal, yet the Committee should not be de- 
terred in an honest effort to prevent the 
‘conscienceless, wasteful, and outrageously 
extravagant profiteering that went on during 
the World War period.’ At that time it was 
pointed out that 22,000 individuals ‘climbed 
out of financial obscurity into the class of 
millionaires, and hundreds of those who were 
already millionaires saw their fortunes mount 
higher and higher by the tens of miilions, and 
even hundreds of millions.’ 

sernard M. Baruch, war-time chairman of 
the War Industries Board, in submitting his 
conclusions to the War Policies Commission, 
pointed out that the adoption of a proper 
plan would allow for the passing of this Na- 
tion from a peace to a war status, and at the 
end of the war back to a peace status, with 
4 ‘minimum of confusion, waste, and loss’; 
also that it would reduce the cost of war by 
50 per cent and possibly a greater figure. 

“The effort to obtain this legislation has 
been one of the principal objectives of the 
American Legion since its inauguration, For 
4 number of years that organization spon- 
sored the language popularly known as the 
‘Capper-Johnson Bill’ but the matter was 
hever reported to the Congress for action, 
However, in this connection, we call atten- 
tion to the fact that the substantial parts and 
Provisions of the Capper-Johnson Bill are in- 
cluded in the present proposal. 

“Public opinion has become active in de- 
mManding this legislation particularly since the 
international situation has demonstrated the 
heed for a law which would put this Nation 
on a more sound footing in the event that a 
Major conflict should break out and this 
country be in danger of involvement. It is 
our opinion, and the opinion now held by 
Many other citizens of this Nation, that war 
Should be made a profitless business and that 
in the event of a future war a dollar should 
not be held of greater value than human 


lives or human suffering. It is also our con- 
clusion that when war ceases to be a profit- 
able business much of the incentive for war 
will end. 

“It will not cost one cent to place the 
universal-service law upon the statute books. 
If fortune should bless us, and there be no 
more wars, its enactment will not affect the 
life of the Nation. But should war come, we 
can then meet it as all thoughtful people know 
it should be met, promptly and efficiently by 
a united Nation in arms, through equal ser- 
vice from all, and special profit for none. 

“The latest resolution, calling for such 
legislation, was adopted at the last National 
Convention of the Legion, held at Cleveland 
in September, and the organization's National 
Executive Committee, at its meeting in In 
dianapolis in November placed this legisla- 
tive resolution on its major program. Im 
mediate hearings will be held on this bill, to 
which will be invited the National Commander 
of the American Legion, other national offi 
cers of that organization, and all other per 
sons interested in the proposal.” 


DEC to General Arnold 

For his achievement in leading a re 
markably successful flight of ten army 
airplanes from Washington, D. C., to 
Fairbanks, Alaska, and return, during the 
summer of 1934, Brig. Gen. Henry H. 
Arnold, Assistant Chief of the Air Corps, 
was presented with the Distinguished 
lying Cross, Jan. 5 by Secretary of War 
Woodring. 

In pinning the decoration on General 
Arnold, Mr. Woodring said: 





“With great personal pleasure I wish to 
present to you in behalf of the President this 
Distinguished Flying Cross. This award is 
made by reason of your magnificent leader- 
ship in the great flight of ten army airplanes 
to and from Alaska. However, it serves also 
to call attention to your long and brilliant 
record of flying achievements which began a 
quarter of a century ago and still continues. 


on, 


“As a pioneer aviator 25 years ago you were 
a contemporary of the Wright brothers, Glenn 
Curtis and others, whose inventions and ex- 
periments first conquered the air. Among your 
associates were many brilliant and daring 
flyers who long since have made the supreme 
sacrifice for the advancement of the science of 
flight. Among your early amazing achieve- 
ments was a successful cross-country flight 
of a dozen miles that won for you the coveted 
Mackay Trophy. At that time this was a 
wreater feat than a round-the-world flight 
would be today 

“Tam sure, General, that I speak not only 
for your associates in the army, but also for 
all Americans, in congratulating you on this 
well-deserved award and in expressing the 
hope that the country will continue to have 
your splendid service for many years.” 

The official citation accompanying the 
decoration is as follows: 

“Award of Distinguished Flying Cross to 
Brigadier General Henry H. Arnold. Henry 
Hl. Arnold, brigadier general, then lieutenant 
colonel, Air Corps, United States Army. For 
extraordinary achievement while participat 
ing in an aerial flight as pilot and command 
ing officer of a Bombardment Squadron of 
ten airplanes, from Washington, D. ©., to 
Fairbanks, Alaska, and return, from July 19, 
1934, to August 20, 1934. By his untiring 





energy, fearless leadership and extraordinary 
professional skill, Lieutenant Colonel Arnold 
organized, directed and completed over 18,000 
miles of exceptionally dangerous flying, in- 
cluding a non-stop flight from Juneau, 
Alaska, to Seattle, Washington, a distance 
of 950 miles over water, under extremely ad- 
verse weather conditions, without the loss of 
personnel or equipment, to successfully 
demonstrate the mobility of the Air Force and 
to establish new records for the Army Alr 
Corps in aerial photography and long distance 
mass formation flying.”

The fifth meeting of the Quartermaster 
Training Conference, held at The Quar- 
termaster School, Philadelphia, Pa., on 
January 4, 1937, was devoted to the sub- 
ject of “Military Correspondence.” Em- 
phasizing the importance of this subject, 
the instructor, Major John V. Rowan, 
QMC, stressed particularly the essential 
qualities of good writing, the cultivation 
of style, the correction of letters and 
manuscripts, capitalization, punctuation, 
and the choice of appropriate words and 
phrases. Following the conference, a set 
of twenty questions covering the princi- 
ples of military correspondence was an- 
swered by the students.

New Navy Supply Base 

Construction of a large naval supply 
base on San Francisco Bay, comparable 
to the existing naval base on the East 
Coast at Norfolk, Va., would be author- 
ized under the terms of a bill introduced 
in the House this week. 

Representative Tolan of Calif., pre- 
sented the measure (TIR 266), which is 
identical with the bill submitted by the 
Navy Department in the closing days of 
the last Congress. The Navy Department 
has not resubmitted the project, but is 
expected to do so shortly. 

A number of other bills providing con- 
struction at naval shore stations was in- 
troduced in the House this week. Seven 
million dollars would be spent at San 
Pedro, Calif., for a general naval repair 
base, including provision for a drydock 
under the terms of a bill (HR 250) in- 
troduced by Representative Colden of 
Calif. Another bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Colden would authorize pur- 
chase of the Southern Pacific Reservation 
at San Pedro and for the maintenance of 
the premises as an athletic and drill field. 
Under the terms of the bill (HR 247) it 
would be called the “Mississippi Memo- 
rial Athletic Field” in memory of the sail- 
ors who lost their lives in the USS Mis- 
sissippi disaster in 1924. 

Representative Mott of Oregon has re- 
introduced his bill for the establishment 
of a naval air station at Tongue Point, 
Ore. (HR 198) and Representative Buck 
has introduced a bill (HR 226) for a 
$550,000 paint shop at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard. Representative Smith of 
West Virginia has introduced a bill (HR

ROTC Medical Units Organized 

As a result of the repeal of the law 
prohibiting the expenditure of funds for 
the operation of Medical Reserve Officers 
Training Corps units at the last session 
of Congress, units have been established 
at 22 class A medical schols. 

It will take four years to establish the 
complete cycle of instruction but a first- 
year basic course and a first-year ad- 
vanced course for eligible students has 
been organized at each of the 22 schools. 
“These units are regarded as the most 
important source for the procurement of 
Medical Reserve officers,” the Surgeon

Reduce Thomason Act Officers 

The Budget which President Roosevelt 
sent to Congress yesterday fails to pro- 
vide for the complete carrying out of the 
Thomason Act. Under that Act the de- 
tailing of 1,000 reserve second lieutenants 
for one year’s duty with the Regular 
Army is authorized. Appropriations for 
that purpose were carried in the current 
act but the Budget now submitted pro- 
vides for only half that number next 
year. 

It is more than likely, however, that 
the Congress will provide additional 
funds to bring the figure up to 1,000. It is 
recalled that last session the funds for 
the 1,000 trainees were inserted in the 
bill by a special vote on the floor. 


Naval Reserve Bill 


The Naval Reserve bill drafted at the 
recent conference in Washington has been 
approved by President Roosevelt and is 
now being whipped into legislative shape 
by the Judge Advocate General. 

Among other provisions the bill author- 
ized the rank of vice admiral for the 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation and 
the assignment of a rear admiral to have 
charge of naval reserve affairs. 


National Guard to Ask More 
Funds 

Additional National Guard appropria- 
tions totaling more than $3,000,000 may 
be urged on Congress this session by 
representatives of the National Guard, in 
addition to the more than $40,000,000 in- 
cluded in the budget estimates, it was re- 
vealed this week. 

Generally speaking the National Guard 
is satisfied with its budget, it is said, but 
there are a few exceptions. Included in 
the exceptions are : 

The budget does not make any provi- 
sion for the purchase of new animals and 
destruction of the older ones. Around 
$250,000 will be asked to remedy this 
situation. 

Also the amount provided for forage is 
believed insufficient for the present num- 
ber of animals. Approximately $65,000 
will be asked for additional forage. 

Expenses of camps of instruction are 
not fully covered, it is felt. The percent- 
age attending camp is about 94 per cent, 
while only a little more than enough 
money is provided to care for 92 per cent 
of the National Guard. A total of $285,- 
000 is expected to be asked for this pur- 
pose, 

Additional armory drill pay amounting 
to $450,000 is also expected to be asked 
for. The average attendance at armory 
drills is found to be about 88 per cent, 
while the budget allowances include only 
enough to pay about 85 per cent of the 
National Guard. 

The budget doesn’t provide sufficient 
Signal Corps equipment, officers feel, and 
an additional $100,000 will be requested. 

In addition to these around $200,000 
will be needed to furnish new overcoats 
and new raincoats to the National Guard. 
About $500,000 will be needed for prime 
movers for the Field Artillery and 
another $500,000 will be needed for addi- 
tional motors. There are also several 
other items of lesser importance. 

Provision for 5,000 additional men is 
made in the budget, but only $500,000 is 
set aside for this purpose. This means 
that the National Guard will have to wait 
until the latter part of the year before 
organizing new units and enlisting new 
men. There is a feeling in some circles 
that another $500,000 may be asked for 
so that this work may be started earlier 
in the year. However, it is generally 
believed that some of the previous men- 
— appropriations will be given prior- 
ty. 

In regard to legislation two things 
stand out from the National Guard view- 
point. First, the need for a District of 
Columbia National Guard armory, and 
second, larger rental allowances for Army 
sergeants, 

The present National Guard armory in 
Washington has been described as “dis- 
graceful” and there is a general feeling 
that Congress should do something to 
remedy the situation. The National 
Guard, it is understood, will insist that 
Congress construct a new building. 





For sometime now the National Guard 
has favored an increase in the rental al- 
lowances for sergeants. Because of the 
small allowance now made they have been 
forced to live in the poorer sections of 
cities and it is felt that the rental allow- 
ances should be raised from $22 to ap- 
proximately $35. 

All these matters will be discussed with 
General Malin Craig, Chief of Staff, by 
representatives of the National Guard be- 
fore they are presented to Congress, how- 
ever, and some of these requests may be 
stricken from the list. 


President Urges Permanent CCC 

Legislation looking toward the setting 
up of the Civilian Conservation Corps as 
a permanent agency of the Government, 
was recommended to Congress yesterday 
by President Roosevelt. 

In his budget message, the President 
stated: 

“The Civilian Conservation Corps has 
demonstrated its usefullness and has met 
with general public approval. It should 
be continued. I intend shortly to submit 
a supplemental estimate of appropriation 
to carry the Corps from March 31, 1937, 
to the end of the current fiscal year; and 
I strongly recommend that Congress en- 
act during its present session the neces- 
sary legislation to establish the Corps as 
a permanent agency of the government. 

“No estimate of appropriation is pre- 
sented for the needs of the CCC,” the 
President continued, “since its extension 
beyond March 31 of this year is dependent 
on the action of Congress. In furtherance 
of my recommendation for the enactment 
of legislation to continue it as a perma- 
nent agency of the Government, there is 
included in the ‘supplemental items’ an 
amount sufficient to meet the expenditure 
requirements for the fiscal year 1938.” 

New Staff for 33rd Div., Nat. 
Guard 

Following the resignation of Col. Law- 
rence V. Regan as Chief of Staff of the 
33rd Division, Illinois National Guard, a 
number of changes have been made at 
Division Headquarters. 

Col. Leroy Nelson, formerly Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-3, has been named the 
new Chief of Staff. 

Lt. Col. Harry Hill, formerly Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-4, takes over the G-3 
section. 

Lt. Col. Chester Davis is relieved as 
Finance Oflicer and becomes Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-4. 

Lt. Col. William Delihant has been pro- 
moted from Major in the Quartermaster 
and named Finance Officer. 

Maj. Ray Milton has been promoted 
from Captain, aide, to be Assistant Plans 
and Training Officer. 

Maj. Roy F. Munger, a new member of 
the staff, has been appointed Signal Offi- 
cer. 

It. Col. Alfred de Roulet, in addition 
to his regular duties, becomes Editor of 
the Illinois Guardsman. 

The new Chief of Staff, Colonel Nelson, 
began his military career in the Cavalry 
in 1905. He was promoted to second lieu- 


tenant in 1909, following four years’ ser- 


vice as an enlisted man, and in 1910 was 
promoted to lieutenant. In 1912, he be- 
came a captain and went to the Mexican 
Border with the 1st Cavalry in 1916. In 
1917, he went to France, serving as a 
Major of the Field Artillery. Serving in 
all of the battles of the 38rd Division, 
he received the decoration of the Silver 
Star with two palms. In November, 1925, 
he was commissioned Lieutenant Colonel, 
Assistant Chief of Staff, serving in that 
capacity until he was promoted to Col- 
onel, Chief of Staff, recently. 





Would Aid Provisional Officers 

Senator Morris Sheppard has _ intro- 
duced a bill in the Senate to amend the 
World War Adjusted Compensation Act, 
making eligible for benefits of the Act any 
non-commissioned officer, any provisional, 
probationary, or any temporary officer of 
the military or naval forces under the 
grade of major or lieutenant commander, 
who was honorably separated from the 
military or naval service prior to Janu- 
ary 1, 1922.

Reports on Army Nurse Corps 

“The strength of the Army Nurse Corps 
on June 30, 1936, was 603,” The Surgeon 
General states in his annual report to 
the Secretary for the fiscal year 1936. 

Appropriations for the fiscal year 1937 
included funds for 25 additional nurses 
which were appointed July 1, 1936. 

During the fiscal year 1936 there were 
60 appointments to the Nurse Corps. In 
the sume period there were 26 discharges 
and 34 retirements. 

“Although 1,971 inquiries regarding ap 
pointment in the corps have been re 
ceived,” the Surgeon General states, 
“many of those found eligible and de- 
sirable for appointment to fill vacancies 
have been disqualified upon physical ex- 
amination. The rigid physical examina- 
tion now required is proving a safeguard 
to the interests of the Government. 
Statistics show that the average length 
of service of nurses retired for physical 
disability during the past year has in- 
creased four years over that of all nurses 
so retired since 1930, and the average 
age has increased five years.”

8, 1937. with interment immediately fol- 
lowing at Arlington National Cemetery.

John’s Episcopal Church and Chaplain 
Sydney K. Evans, USN-Ret., officiated at 
Arlington Cemetery.

Admiral Gleaves was born in Nashville, 
Tenn., Jan. 1, 1858. He was appointed to 
the Naval Academy June 12, 1873. 

At the outbreak of the Spanish Ameri- 
ean War, Admiral Gleaves, then a Lieu- 
tenant, was in command of the USS Cush- 
ing, the first modern torpedo boat in the 
U. S. Navy. In 1901 he was given com- 
mand of the USS Dolphin, the Presiden- 
tial Yacht. A year later when the USS 
Mayflower relieved the Dolphin as the 
Presidential Yacht, he was given com- 
mand of that vessel. In 1905 he was pro- 
moted to the grade of Commander and in 
1909 to Captain. In 1915 he was pro- 
moted to Rear Admiral and the vear fol- 
lowing he had command of the Destroyer 
Force of the Atlantic Fleet. 

Following our entry into the World 
War he was given the additional duty of 
Commander, U. 8S. Convoy Operations in 
the Atlantic and later was assigned the 
further additional duty of Commander 
of the Transport Forces. The organiza- 
tion and resourcefulness of Admiral 
Gleaves and his subordinates has rightly 
been construed as one of the chief con- 
tributory factors to insuring the safe 
transportation of our troops to France 
during the World War. 

Effective on the fourth day of Decem- 
ber, 1918, he was designated a Vice Ad- 
miral in the U. S. Navy. In 1921 he was 
in command of the U. S. Asiatic Fleet 
and on Jan. 1, 1922, he transferred to the 
retired list, having attained the statutory 
retirement age of 64 years. Following his 
retirement he was for three years, from 
1928 until 1931, Governor of the U. 8S. 
Naval Home at Philadelphia. On June 
21, 1930, Admiral Gleaves was commis- 
Sioned an Admiral on the retired list. 

Admiral Gleaves was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal for his services 
during the World War. He was also 
awarded the Distinguished Service Medal 
for his services by the War Department. 

He also received the following foreign 
decorations: War Cross with Lime Tree 
Leaves awarded by the President of 
Czechoslovakia. Order of the Striped 
Tiger (Wen Hu), First Class, by the 
President of China. Grand Cordon of the 
Sacred Treasury by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment. Commander of the Legion of 
Honor by the French Government.

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Maritime Strike 


Not a ray of hope is visible on the 
horizon that the maritime strike of the 
marine unions and the longshoremen is 
any nearer settlement now than on the 
day the tieup began more than nine weeks 
ago. In the recent discussions between 
the leaders of the strikers and the com- 
mittee, representing the ship owners, con- 
cessions have been offered to the unions 
to meet their demands for increased 
wages, overtime pay, and a shortened 
work day. These have so far been of no 
avail in the face of the expressed deter- 
mination of both sides to the controversy, 
to stand firm on their respective positions 
with respect to the control of the “hiring 
halls;” the cash penalties for non-con- 
formance to contracts; and the so-called 
preferential hiring of the deck and en- 
gineer officers of the ships. Despite the 
fact that mediators, directly representing 
the Department of Labor have worked 
assiduously since the strike began to find 
a solution of the matters in controversy, 
they have made no headway and the tie- 
up continues at 100% effectiveness. 


In the face of the failure of the Fed- 
eral mediators to bring about a settle- 
ment, most of the suggestions being made 
to end the strike are based on the hope 
that the President will intervene, though 
in just what manner or on what author- 
ity, has not been made clear. Meanwhile, 
officers of the Services on the Pacific 
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Coast and overseas, are contriving to 
make out as best they can, though until 
the strike is settled, the household goods 
of many service families remain in the 
holds of strike bound vessels in San Fran- 
cisco, Seattle, San Pedro, Balboa, and 
Honolulu.

Financial Digest 

The condition statement of weekly re- 
porting member banks in 101 leading 
cities on December 30 shows a decrease of 
$10,000,000 in total loans and investments, 
an increase of $24,000,000 in time de. 
posits, and decreases of $68,000,000 in de- 
posits credited to domestic banks and 
$41,000,000 in balances with domestic 
banks. 

Loans to brokers and dealers in New 
York City increased $8,000,000, loans to 
brokers and deaiers outside New York in- 
creased $9,000,000, and loans on securi- 
ties to others (except banks) declined 
$5,000,000. Holdings of acceptances and 
commercial paper bought increased $5,- 
000,000, real estate loans increased $1,- 
000,000, and loans to banks declined $12,- 
000,000, “Other loans” increased $13,000,- 
000 in the Cleveland district, $7,000,000 
in the Philadelphia district and $15,000,- 
000 at all reporting member banks. 

Holdings of United States Government 
direct obligations declined $62,000,000 in 
the New York district and $49,000,000 at 
all reporting member banks, and increased 
$9,000,000 in the Cleveland district. Hold- 
ings of obligations fully guaranteed by 
the United States Government declined 
$2,000,000. Holdings of “Other securities” 
increased $27,000,000 in the New York dis- 
trict and $22,000,000 at all reporting mem- 
ber banks. . 

Demand deposits-adjusted increased 
$35,000,000 in the Cleveland district, and 
$15,000,000 in the Philadelphia district, 
and declined $17,000,000 in the Richmond 
district, $14,000,000 in the New York dis- 
trict, $12,000,000 in the Boston district, 
$11,000,000 in the San Francisco district 
and $3,000,000 at all reporting member 
banks.
